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The term ‘‘mental hygiene’’ leads considerable 
confusion because, used today, frequently 
encompasses number different concepts. The dic- 
tionary defines mental hygiene ‘‘The science and 
art maintaining mental health and preventing the 
development insanity and neurosis.’’ seems that 
the real meaning, however, goes beyond this concept. 
will worthwhile, therefore, discuss briefly the 
different concepts of, and ways which, this term 
used. 


Mental 


One aspect its meaning relates mental illness. 
This includes: (1) Knowledge about mental illness, 
its kinds and forms, its recognition, and its incidence. 
(2) Knowledge present-day methods treatment 
mental illness. need know something the 
evolution the methods treatment and their effec- 
tiveness. (3) awareness the attitudes the com- 
munity toward the mentally the general acceptance 
mental illness illness and not 
moral punishment and the recognition that what 

people not generally understand, they fear, and the 
part this plays the general attitude the com- 
munity toward mental illness. (4) Facts the care 
that the community provides for its mentally ill, its 
adequacies and inadequacies. This would necessarily 
the realization the expense involved and the 
knowledge the different types professional people 
who give care—the physicians, nurses, psychiatric 
workers, psychologists, and the role 
and importance this latter group now only being 
generally recognized. (5) Knowledge concerning the 
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programs operation for the care the mentally 
deficient and the rehabilitation these crippled indi- 
viduals. 

“Mental Hygiene” 


has with the knowledge the body-mind unit 
which personality functioning whole. This implies 
awareness that feelings and emotions are poten- 
tially capable interfering with the well-being and 
efficiency the personality are bacteria, virus, 
broken limbs, and metabolic upsets. also implies the 
realization that one’s health reality reflection 
one’s ability adapt exigencies the environment 
and that one’s adaptative and defense mechanisms may 
tested equally, for example, the sudden loss 
loved one sudden invasion virulent strep- 
tococeal infection. The currently popular term ‘‘psy- 
being widely used focus our attention 
on, and promote, new interest the body-mind rela- 
tionship and its significance diagnosis and therapy 
certain widespread illnesses such hypertension, 
hyperthyroidism, peptic ulcer, and others. 


Concept Prevention 


also carries with the concept 
prevention. Today must admit there one 
procedure—medical, educational, otherwise—which, 
once applied individual the course his life, 
can guarantee that will remain mentally healthy. This 
because are coming accept that the ability 
adapt emotional crises one’s life experiences 
matter growth. growth this sense mean 
emotional growth which large extent the orderly 
integration life experiences which form the 


re 
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individual’s concept himself person. order 
for individual experience what call mental 
health, the results such growth for individual 
must produce concept himself which himself 
can respect and must come realize that there 
some evidence that others respect him, have affection 
for him. 


have this concept the core the individ- 
ual’s mental health, then can begin see that the 
earliest human relations are significant impor- 
tance giving the the individual’s concept 
himself. Infancy and childhood experiences, simply 
because they precede all other experiences and are thus 
the framework and foundation clay the statue 
sculptured, are the first importance. Because this 
fact eminently sensible that mental hygiene 
society considers worth its while discuss and learn 
about such community activities child care, pre- 
natal care, and the attitude its physicians prob- 
lems this period growth. What done for and 
with those children who start off life with tremendous 
blow their self-respect, the foundlings, the babies 
who, for one reason another, are separated from the 
‘mother? What happens babies while awaiting adop- 
tion Does the community provide care which includes 
warmth and affection for these children—which seems 
the only way create this feeling self-respect 
this age—or are they merely fed and kept clean for 
the first few months until suitably placed? Following 
this line thought, can also ask what kind 
foster care programs exist the community. 

What the community’s educational system and 
the attitude its teachers? Are children subjected 
any experiences which increase passiveness and feel- 
ing unworthiness, can they build self-confidence 
through learning how create and experiencing the 
joy discovery? And the same can asked our 
recreational facilities. 

our laws, penal system, courts, and the police 
force have methods and procedures and personnel 
which further condemn the youth and adults their 
own eyes who are subjected this system? our 
institutions further frustrate and anger our miscreants 
nonconstructive ways, these people get 
chance regain their self-respect some degree, 
they are capable it? the first offender handled 
the same way the one who breaks the law for the 
sixth and tenth time? 

What the community attitude toward its families 
who need financial assistance? Are the eligibility rules 
and regulations such that applying them families 
and individuals seeking relief are made feel less com- 
petent less valuable? 


And then, what family living? What the 
ence poor housing the well-being our 
What the attitude our employers regard 
ing the aged for certain kinds work? Are 
agement relations the community such 
family security rather than threaten it? What are 
attitudes management and labor leaders? 


These approaches, would seem, could give 
growing picture what happening the 
with preventive mental health, then incumbent 
upon know what happens the individual befor 
becomes ill. This can only knowing 
something about family life, customs, and attitude, 
what happens our individual the nursery, 
foundling home, the hospital, the school, the play. 
ground, the factory, and the courts and penal 
tions. 


Therefore, let community study itself, and one 
this done, the citizens themselves begin see the 
gaps well the strong points its services. the 
citizens themselves discover this, they can then 
late plans remedy the situation. Such plans will work 
because they are originated the community itself 
and are theirs. 


leader such process, local mental hygiene 
society can become one the most valuable and satis 
fying community agencies the promotion the 
total health well-being its citizens. 


Members such society can learn understand 
the behavior their acquaintances, their 
their employers employees, their students, 
friends, their children parents, their husbands 
wives, and most important all, themselves. 
versal application mental hygiene concepts daily 
living, family life, international relations 
conceivably lead toward happiness for individuals and 
family groups, even peace for the world.

This company had decided that 
perhaps good plant health service might help solve 
some these problems. plan such program, they 
felt the need professional skill and counsel. 


Assistance was first given finding very capable 
and well qualified industrial nurse. She was employed 
immediately, and has helped this plant develop very 
sound health and safety program. Since this nurse was 
employed less than year ago, this plant has made 
rapid progress. dispensary has been built and 
equipped, and good records have been established. 
plant safety survey has been made qualified safety 
engineer, and upon these studies safety program has 
been launched. The nurse secretary the plant 
safety committee, and her monthly reports accidents 
and illness are reviewed find points greatest need. 


Cafeteria Assisted 


The plant cafeteria has been given assistance 
improving its nutrition and sanitation standards. Food 
handlers’ classes have been arranged. Part-time med- 
ical supervision has been added, and preplacement 
examinations have been started. Health education and 
counseling have been the keystone this nurse’s pro- 
gram and will continue spread, that workers 
this plant will given professional guidance with all 
their health and related social problems. This service 
also extends families and friends workers. Sev- 
eral handicapped workers have been selected for spe- 
cial training and suitable jobs for them have been 
found and secured this plant. 

Throughout the development this program, con- 
stant assistant has been given the industrial nurs- 
ing consultant. Reference materials all phases 
this program have been gathered and loaned this 
nurse. Services other members this bureau have 
been made available and used this plant. request 


for complete engineering study the plant 
made give further guidance eliminating all 
ards employment. 

The experience has been duplicated many 
other industrial establishments. The industrial 
consultant frequently plays the role stimulator, 
and coordinator the development 
health services. 


Effectiveness Ambulatory Therapy 
Shown Oakland Study 


Ambulatory treatment syphilis has proved 
effective method meeting the treatment 
one-year study conducted the Oakland Cit 
Health Department. 

From May 1947, through April 1948, 
syphilis cases were treated with penicillin 
latory basis. total 96.3 percent these 
treatments and percent those treated did not mix 
single appointment. 

Reports other places where ambulatory 
has been used show similar results. 

the opinion venereal disease control 
these findings mean that many health departments wil 
changing over this type treatment, 
hospital beds for special cases.

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Attorney Opinion Eligibility 
County Hospitals for Construction Funds 


Under certain county hospitals may 
eligible for hospital construction funds made avail- 
able federal legislation. This opinion was given 
the Attorney General California response the 
following two questions the California State Depart- 
ment Health: 


Does county hospital render community service 
according the meaning Public Law 725? 


Are county hospitals subject standards main- 
tenance and operations required Public Law 


The opinion reprinted full below: 


our understanding that the expression “community serv- 
which hospitals eligible for such funds must render 
nondiscriminatory service those need hospital- 
ization the area served the hospital without respect the 
ability the persons seeking service pay part the whole 
the value thereof. While county hospitals have the past 
usually furnished hospitalization only indigent and emergency 
cases, find inhibition restriction county’s providing 
hospitalization for the purposes and under the conditions con- 
templated the federal act above cited. Such activity expressly 
Section 432.6 the Health and Safety Code dealing 
with this subject. some instances may necessary for the 
county act through appropriate county legislation, but this 
local legislative policy, which will, course, have 
been determined connection with the proposal operate hos- 
pital contemplation said federal act and the amendments 
the Health and Safety Code adopted during 1947 (Chapters 327 
and 1486) implement the federal legislation. 


Second Question 


Your second question whether the standards which are 
adopted the State Board Public Health for the gov- 
emance licensed hospitals that are eligible the funds pro- 
vided the federal act are binding upon and enforcible against 
this State the event such counties apply for consid- 
under the federal act and corollary state legislation. The 
Health and Safety Code provisions conferring powers upon the 
State Board Public Health for exercise this connection 
exempt counties from the persons and public agencies 
that are required secure license order conduct hos- 
pital. follows, therefore, that county hospitals, whether other- 
eligible and apply for funds under the federal and state 
will not subject licensure any event. The Legisla- 
ture amendment the Health and Safety Code during 1947 
has, however, provided Section 432.6 (as amended Chap- 
ter 1486) and Section 432.4 provided affirmative answer 
your second question. Section 432.4 added Chapter 327, 
reads follows: 


“The department shall regulation prescribe minimum 
standards for the maintenance and operation hospitals 
which receive federal aid for construction under the state 


and Section 432.6 added said chapter and amended Chap- 
ter 1486, reads follows: 


“Applications for hospital construction projects for which 
federal funds are requested shall submitted the depart- 
ment, and may submitted the State any political sub- 
division thereof any public nonprofit agency author- 
ized construct and operate hospital. Each application for 
construction project shall conform federal and state 
requirements, and shall submitted the manner and form 
prescribed the department. 


‘Any county which applies for accepts federal funds 
for any hospital does condition that the hospital for 
which assistance requested and accepted, all times dur- 
ing which operated, (a) shall qualified for license 
under Chapter Division this code (whether not 
said Chapter otherwise applicable the hospital), and 
subject inspection under said Chapter the same 
extent are other hospitals which said Chapter 
and (b) shall not restrict patients those unable pay for 
their care.” 


clear that county applying under the sections above 
quoted applies for the funds therein specified upon the precise 
terms and conditions specified said sections and apply- 
ing, assumes and becomes bound these provisions, including 
the obligation and duty maintain and operate, all times dur- 
ing which the hospital, for which such funds are applied for and 
accepted, operated 


(1) and remain qualified for license under the Hospital 
Licensing Act; 


(2) and remain subject inspection under the latter

Notwithstanding the fact that the county does not become 
subject license, the county such and its officers are required 
carry out the statutory obligations imposed Section 432.6 
with respect each the three subjects just enumerated. Such 
statutory obligations and duties are enforcible, the event they 
are not otherwise complied with, number established 
means, including penal sanctions, removal from office and civil 
liability for damages those injured failure comply with 
the obligations and perform the statutory duties imposed upon 
the acceptance such federal funds. further and specific means 
directly enforcing these obligations and duties provided 
the provisions the Code Civil Procedure authorizing the issu- 
ance writ mandate under such circumstances (see par- 
ticularly Sections 1084, seq.). are advised, informally, that 
these means enforcement satisfy the requirements the fed- 
eral act interpreted the officers the United States charged 
with its administration. 


You are, therefore, advised that county applying for and 
receiving funds available under Public Law 725, Seventy-ninth 
Congress, and the Health and Safety Code provisions implement- 
ing the same are eligible such funds, and upon acceptance 
the same become obligated the standards adopted the State 
Board Public Health contemplated said statutes, which 
obligation enforcible under the laws the State against such 
county, its officers and employees exercising authority with 
respect such hospital. 
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Santa Cruz County Passes Milk 
Pasteurization Ordinance 


ordinance providing for the pasteurization 
all milk produced sold the area will soon 
effect Santa Cruz County. 


The measure was sponsored the Watsonville and 
and Santa Cruz chapters the Santa Cruz County 
Health Council and had the support many other 
individuals and groups, including the Santa Cruz Farm 
Bureau Federation. 


Earlier the year survey the health council 
had revealed the need for legislation protect the 
public against brucellosis, which has been important 
public health problem the area. Following the sur- 
vey, educational campaign was carried inform 
the citizens this finding and enlist community 
support for action against this disease. result, the 
board supervisors passed into law May 
7th the following ordinance 


Santa Cruz County Milk Ordinance 


Section shall unlawful for any person, 
firm corporation, agent employee any person, 
firm, corporation furnish, sell offer for sale, 
distribute, have possession for sale distribution 
any milk cream for human consumption milk 
cream unless conforms the standards grading 
and the requirements for the production milk 
and cream established the Pure Milk Law, Chapter 
390, Statutes 1923 the State California and 
amendments thereto, and the rules and regulations 
the State Department Agriculture now force 
which may hereafter enacted adopted. 


There hereby created milk inspect- 
ing department which shall operated under the 
supervision the county health officer and conducted

approved veterinarian under the supervision 
California State Department Agriculture. The

When any person, firm corporation, 
their agents, carry the production sale 
ter, cheese, condensed milk, other products eon. 
nection with the production handling fluid 
cream the same adjoining buildings, 
plete set vats, coolers, pasteurizers, and all other 
utensils necessary shall maintained and used 
sively for the products fluid milk and cream. 
case shall the same cans containers used for 
any purpose other than the holding fluid milk 
from approved sources. 


Section Any and all milk and cream offered 
for sale the ultimate consumer lots less than 
one gallon pasteurized milk cream must bottled 
and capped immediately after the cooling process 
lowing pasteurization has been completed. The pas 
teurizing, cooling, and bottling such milk must 
one continuous process carried completion before 
offered for sale. 


Wholesale fluid, pasteurized milk cream, may 
offered for sale lots more than one gallon 
suitable containers that must also filled 
after the processes pasteurization are completed, and 
stored such until delivery. 


Section person, firm, corporation shall 
give, sell, furnish, offer for sale, any certified, guar- 
anteed, Grade Grade milk milk intended 
for pasteurization, without first having obtained per 
mit from the dairy inspector. Such permit may 
revoked any time for violation any the 
visions this ordinance any the provisions 
the Pure Milk Law, Chapter 390, Statutes 1923 
the State California and amendments thereto. 


person, firm, corporation shall 
give, sell, furnish, offer for sale Santa 
County any market milk market cream defined 
the Agricultural Code the State California, 
until has been pasteurized the holding method 
defined Sections 631 and 634 said code. All 
persons engaged the pasteurizing and bottling 
said market milk cream shall required 
cleanliness and must not harbor the 
typhoid fever, tuberculosis, diphtheria, 
communicable diseases liable through 
the milk cream. Absence such communicable dit 
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ease may determined cultures and physical 
examination the satisfaction the county health 
officer. 


This section shall not apply milk cream pro- 
duced from dairies where two cows freshen within 
four consecutive months. 


Section All raw market milk cream which 
may legally sold distributed under the provision 
this ordinance shall produced from animals free 
from Bang’s disease (brucellosis) determined 
tests applied approved veterinarian. Any sero- 
logical examinations necessary connection with these 
tests shall made laboratory approved the 
county health officer. 


All producing animals shall tested just prior 
the sale distribution such raw market milk 
and annually thereafter. All animals found 


free from the disease shall properly identified 


means certificate signed and issued the veteri- 
narian one copy which shall given 
the owner, and the other filed the county health 
officer. 

All reacting animals shall immediately removed 
from the premises where raw market milk cream 
produced, distributed. 


10. Any person, firm corporation vio- 
lating any the provisions this ordinance shall 
guilty misdemeanor, punishable fine not 
less than $25 nor more than $500 not more than 
days the county jail, both such fine and 
imprisonment.
